Tutoring Plan 
To Be Viewed 
In Ravenswood 


How do residents of the east- 


dord-aided tutoring system for 
high school students who could 
use this help? 

This is a question which the 
Youth Committee of the Mid- 
Peninsula Coordinating Coun- 
cil on Human Relations wants 
answered. 

The committee has propos- 
ed establishment of the tu- 
toring plan. And it has the 
support of the Stanford Uni- 
versity education depart- 
ment. Educators there have 
agreed to assist training and 
supervision of collegians as 
tutors on a no-fee basis. 

The tutoring plan is one of 
several facets of Youth Com- 
mittee activity which can be in- 
vestigated by area residents if 
they attend Open House on 
Sunday, Sept. 8, at Community 
House, 1590 Bay Road.

“widely acknowledged by ed- 
ucators and community lead- 
ers... that there are stu- 
dents who would both desire 
and benefit from the oppor- 
tunity to receive individual 
tutoring in those areas of 
study in which they either 
have difficulty or have a par- 
ticular interest.” 

Under the proposed pro 
gram, each tutor would receive 
some training in the problems 
he might encounter while 
working in this community.

Solving Traffic Problem 
Is Going to Cost Money 


Studies are now underway to once again examine the 
traffic situation at the El] Camino-Ravenswood intersection. 
There are actually four alternatives being considered. One 
is to make Menlo Avenue a one-way street (this would 
probably also necessitate declaring Doyle Street closed to 
two-way traffic. The second would be to change the sys- 
tem back to the former signal system involving Ravenswood 
as a stop street for traffic on El Camino as well as on Rav- 
enswood. 


The Menlo Avenue change would be a city project; 
the state division of highways would come into it if signal 
changing were involved. 


The other two alternatives would involve major con- 
struction and land purchase and would call for bond issue 
support. Proposals are an underpass complex or the realign- 
ment of Ravenswood via the Paddleford alleyway to line 
up with Menlo Avenue. 


“That awful intersection” is one that any one driving 
in Menlo Park is forced to dare several times a week. It’s a 
challenge to a motorist accustomed to Menlo Park traffic 
pattern. It’s a danger for children especially those operat- 
ing bicycles and traumatic experience to the out-of-town 
driver. 


It’s easy enough to look at the problem, accord it a 
shake of the head and to say “the city should do something 
about this.” But this in a town where probably only 30 
per cent of the population could name the mayor and the 
city councilmen is not what even the most optimistic could 
call a constructive approach. 


The truth is that if we are going to do something about 
intra-Menlo Park traffic, we are going to have to pay for it. 
If the state division of highways comes into it, it’s very 
likely that residents are going to object strenuously to their 
freeway approach to solutions. 


Before it is too late Menlo Park should try to solve 
its own problems and be prepared to pungle up the costs. 


Too many times a major change in traffic pattern is a 
memorial to a bad accident that rouses public opinion after 
the fact.

Aims of Canvass 
Are Legitimate 


For the past week, volunteers have been knocking on 
doors in the Ravenswood High School attendance area in 
an effort to arouse public support for another change in 
Ravenswood and Menlo-Atherton High boundaries. 

This house-to-house campaign has a legitimate intent, 
if we understand it correctly. 


It is to pull together public support for a boun- 
dary revision which, its proponents feel, would slow 
down, halt and reverse trends toward de facto segre- 
gation at Ravenswood High. 


The fact that two out of five Sequoia Union High 
School District trustees feel that this is necessary gives 
strong support to the position of the NAACP and CORE 
action groups here. 

The trustees’ action this spring which added only the 
Willows area to the Ravenswood district wasn’t especially 
agreeable to many, including us, because no changes were 
made in the low percentage of Negro students attending 
Menlo-Atherton. 


In a sense, the trustees are handicapped by tradi- 
tion. This board (and most school boards, for that mat- 
ter) are not accustomed to making efforts to solve social 
and economic problems — just educational ones. 


Well, the winds of change are blowing, so it is said. 
And it appears that htis school board is feeling the breeze 
although it hasn’t bent to it. 

The campaigners going door to door now are trying 
to build up enough public support so that the board may 
reopen the boundary issue. 

We feel, however, that the effort has some difficulties 
ahead. 

For one thing, the literature used by the campaigners 
decries Ravenswood High as a school lacking in educa- 
tional opportunity. 


There is just too much evidence to the contrary. 
For instance, the Western Association of Schools and 
Colleges, which rates high schools on their ability to 
prepare students for colleges, recently granted Ravens- 
wood five-year accreditation. 


This is the maximum possible accreditation period. 

The literature also says that Ravenswood student 
body morale doesn’t appear to be as strong as it is at other 
schools. A leading student at the school said this week that, 
to the contrary, school spirit seems to be higher now than 
at any previous time. 

This is a good high school — not perfect, by any means, 
but definitely possessing one of the best and most dedi- 
cated teaching staffs in the district. 


This is not to say that the school wouldn’t benefit 
from having a larger student body. The racial imbal- 
ance between Menlo-Atherton and Ravenswood high 
schools should also be re-evaluated by the school board. 


But running Ravenswood down serves no good purpose 
in our view. It perpetuates myths and legends about the 
school which just are not so. And it may cause some 
parents to make the decision to move out. This is not, we 
are, sure, the intent of the present campaign.

TALK IT OVER: 
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Many Political Problems ‘Usual’

State legislative problems 
are not confined to any one 
State. Legislatures in all 50 
are confronted by them at 
every session. They vary as do 
the economies and geography 
of the several states, but more 
often than not, what concerns 
one, concerns most. 


Therefore, opportunities to 
share experiences with legis- 
lators of other states can be 
most helpful to us from Cali- 
fornia, In turn, we can con- 
tribute our own trials and 
successes for the common 
godo. 


One of the organizations 
through which we communi- 
cate regularly is the National 
Legislative Conference, which 
has held annual meetings for 
many years. The 1963 Confer- 
ence was recently held in Ha- 


waii, the first ever held out- 
side the continental United 
States. 

Leaders of both our Califor- 
nia Senate and Assembly, Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats, 
attended to participate in the 
deliberations. Some 850 law- 
makers from most of the 50 
states were delegates. 

Evidence of the interest of 
other countries in our Ameri- 
can legislative procedures 
and results was the fact that 
observers from nine foreign 
countries, ranging from Aus- 
tralia through Japan to Thai- 
land attended. 

The American jurisdictions 
of Puerto Rico, Samoa and 
Guam were also represented. 
It is significant that only one 
other country there, Australia, 
has a federal organization with 


separate states having legisla- 
tures, like our own. 


The top issue at the confer- 
ence would affect every Ameri- 
can. The old problem of state 
versus federal domination of 
our fundamental government 
processes has again raised its 
head. 

All of us are aware that the 
reapportionment of legislative 
bodies to accommodate shifts 
in population is currently a 
crucial matter. Here in Cali- 
fornia, through regular align- 
ment of the Assembly is ac- 
cepted as necessary, reappor- 
tionment of the Senate is still 
hotly controversial and very 
much alive. 


Last year, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ordered one state to re- 
district its Legisature. Largely 
as a result of this, three pro- 
posed amendments to the U.¥. 
Constitution have been draft- 


ed, and are receiving wide pub- 
licity. 

The first would end any fed- 
eral say in the make-up of state 
Legislatures. The second would 
enable amendment of the na- 
tional Constitution by action 
of the several states alone, 
without Congressional action, 
which is now required. The 
last would set up a “Court of 
the Union,” made up of the 
Chief Justices of the state Su- 
preme Courts, with authority 
to reverse the top U.S. court. 

Under the constitutional 


provision which permits two- 
thirds of the states to peti- 
tion Congress to call a con- 
vention to consider amend- 
ments, thes ethreep roposals 
have been endorsed by five 
States,

a was commenting 
‘on the recently-popular sys- 
tem of midnight raids at 
homes of suspected welfare 
fraud cases in the East Bay. 

According to statistics com- 
piled by federal investigators, 
the welfare program in this 
state has a very low percentage 
of fraud cases, he indicated. 

“San Mateo County certain- 
ly is conscious of the need for 
proper administration but we 

\feel that small case loads (for 
(social workers) and close work 
with the clients reduces viola- 
tions to a minimum,” Davison 
said. 

The word “client” is the so 
cial worker’s term for a person 
who happens to be receiving 
financial aid from government 


Davison reviewed the work 
of the East Palo Alto office, 
which is now 16 months old. 

When it opened in April of 

1962, there were 400 “aid” fam- 
ilies or individuals in the east- 
of-Bayshore area served by the 
office. Now, there are 500. 

Davison was quick to point 

out that 300 of the original 400 


cases have been discontinued. | ten what it means to those who 


Most of these people returned 
to economic health, he said. 

The 400 new cases result 
from any number of causes 
— new arrivals in the area, 
the breakup of a family, and 
so on, he said. 

“Why do we have 500 cases 
here?” Davison answered his 
own question. ‘The lack of a 
saleable job skill, crippling 
emotional problems and the 
lack of an adequate child care 
facility are the basic reasons.” 

The creation of a large child 
care center here (now under 
study by a committee of area 
religious and civic leaders) is 
especially important to women 
who must raise their families 
alone, Davison said. 

“An example of this: A 
woman receiving aid was 
trained as a grocery checker. 
This should have enabled her 
to be self-dependent — ex- 
cept that she had children 
who needed supervision. No 
suitable resource could be 
found for their care — and 
she had to stay on aid,” he 
said. 

The child care facility prob- 
lem isn’t one that can be solv- 

ed by the local office, Davison 
indicated. But social workers 
and special programs for re- 
Labilitation can help those re- 
ceiving aid face their emotion- 
al and job-getting problems. 

“Our focus is on rehabilita- 
tion and training,” Davison 
said. 

One program is called EAT 
—short for Electronics Assem- 
bly Training — and that’s of-

take it, he said. It’s held at the 
central Health and Welfare of- 
fice, 225 37th Ave., San Mateo. 

Elementary technical know- 
ledge and techniques of ap- 
plying for work — present 
ing a good appearance and 
so on — are taught here. 

“One of the most successful 
projects is the nurses’ aid 
training program at Crystal 
Springs rehabilitation center 
(at 1100 Polhemus Road in San 
Mateo),” Davison said. 

The program “gives the in- 
dividual a chance to identify 
with medicine. The nursing dis- 
cipline is taught. Specifically, 
the women learn techniques, 
methods and a philosophy of 
service,” Davison pointed out. 

The county itself needs 
nurses’ aides, he said, “but 
nursing and convalescent 
homes often hire our gradu- 
ates before we can.” 

The feelings expressed by 
those who complete the course 
must be seen to be appreciated. 
After receiving her certificate, 
one graduate told him “I’ve 
succeeded at something for the 
first time in my life.” 

Another project is designed 
to assist people who’ve lost 
jobs because of age or illness. 
This is a workshop where wic- 
ker wine bottle containers are 
made on order from an import- 
ing firm. 

It’s operated on a business 
basis and is “kind of a half- 
way house for those getting 
ready to re-enter the job mar- 
ket,” Davison said.

In all these programs, “we 
try to train people to carry 
their own weight — other- 
wise it’s no darn good,” Da- 
vison emphasized. | 

At the local level, the case 
worker first tries to create a 
plan for treatment of a new 

“aid” family’s economic illness. 

The first step is to fill out; 
an eight-page form which out-| 
lines the family’s weaknesses 
and strengths and its financial 
position. 

Then a worker is assigned | 
to the case who is skilled in 
the particular need of a partic- 
ular family. The worker draws 
up the treatment plan — which 
might involve job retraining 
or other needs — and turns it 
cver to a special team. 

It must be explained that 
this local office is using a 
“team” approach which is 
largely experimental — but 
which Davison feels is prov- 
ing to be useful. The project 
here is financed by state and 
federal funds. 

There are four teams of so 
cial workers now working in 


One local organization 


which has been espécially 
helpful is LARK (Literacy 
for Adults and Related 
Knowledge). This is a volun- 
teer program of basic read- 
ing education and improve- 
ment which has “been a 
great asset to us,” Davison 
said. 


Would most people now re- 
ceiving welfare aid work if 


they had the chance? 

“The answer is yes,” said Da- 
vison. “This is proven by the 
fact that there are almost no 
persons receiving aid who have 
a job skill which they can ‘sell’ 
to an employer.”

Each group is responsible for 
cases in one census tract and 
gets to know community or- 
ganizations, school counselors, 
public health nurses and oth- 
ers who work in that area. 

“I think this system has 
brought more service to more 
people,” Davison declared.

Muriel Schiffman, who has 
been lecturing on the Peninsu- 
la for the past eight years, and 
is a member of the Menlo-Ath- 
erton Adult School faculty, has 
written an article entitled 
“Therapeutic Teaching” which 
has been accepted for publica- 
tion by a professional journal, 
The Journal of Humanistic 
Psychology.

The goal is to achieve 
spontaneity in solving prob- 
lems of marriage, parenthood, 
and friendship, since there are 
no blue-prints for human rela- 
tions.

Safeguarding Children: 


Playground Maintenance Needs 
Constant Supervisory Scrutiny 


Playground apparatus at city- 
supervised recreation grounds 
is maintained in top repair in 
the interests of safety, but even 
so, accidents can happen. 

So remarked playground su- 
pervisor Stan Sexton this week 
as he reviewed Menlo Park city 
policy concerning the play- 
grounds. 

The city’s summer recreation 
program was closed last week, 
after operation through the 
‘season. During the eight weeks 
of rec program, eight parks 
were the scene of intense, su- 
pervised sports activity. 

Sexton pointed out that at 
each playground, the rec super- 
visor had to fill out a daily 
“check sheet” reporting on the 
condition of all play apparatus 
such as swings, slides “jungle 
gyms,” and the like. 

Should a piece of playground 
apparatus be found to be in a 
faulty condition, the rec super- 
visor on the grounds is requir- 
ed to tie it out of the reach of 
children until repairs can be 
made. 

Rec department personnel 
make most of the repairs them- 
selves but major ones have to 
be made by workers from the 
city’s corporation yard, Sexton

to sniff when picked for cor- 
sages or for dish arrangements. 
Three or four blooms in a shal- 
low vase will fill the house 
with their scent and when 
grown in a patio area, they 
make outdoor living a down- 
right pleasure. 

Two gardenia forms are us- 
ually grown in California—the 
Mystery Gardenia, which has 
the larger blooms, and the Veit- 
chi Gardenia, which covers it- 
self in summer with smaller, 
but nonetheless fragrant white 
flowers. Other varieties are 
found in nurseries, but these 
two predominate. 


We can’t talk about garden 
scents without mentioning that 
common old favorite, the hon- 
eysuckle. Hall’s Japanese Hon- 
eysuckle, especially, is a famil- 
iar friend from the past and it 
still produces a greater abun- 
dance of bloom and scent than 
other members of the family. 
You can let it ramble over a 
fence or up onto a trellis. Left 
to sprawl, it makes a fine 
ground cover and if given the 
support of a few wires it will 
bulk up to make a barrier or 
hedge. Prune it in winter when 
the leaves drop to to make it 
conform as you would have it 
and to keep it young and vig- 
orous. 


YOU CAN HAVE 
LATE ROSES 

Roses at Christmas — the 
old dream — depend largely 
on the care you give them in 
September. If you maintain 
the same schedule of spraying, 
watering and feeding which 
you’ve followed through sum- 
mer (provided you have been 
diligent in this respect) your 
chances for late fall bloom are 
good. Flowers should be pick- 
ed as they start to fade and 
not allowed to form seed pods. 
Once a plant forms seed, it 
feels its work is over for the 
year and will taper off.
